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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant's argument that none of the cited 
references target this technique with the metal oxide (molybdenum, tantalum, and tungsten) cited by the Applicant, is not persuasive 
because Eberly discloses using a sorbent containing Mo03 under process conditions similar to the Applicant's. The Applicant's argument 
that Eberly is referring to common usage of molybdenum and tungsten sulfides as HDS catalyst, is not persuasive because Eberly 
discloses, "In any event however, the significance underlying this invention is best seen by the performance of catalyst C. This material 
adsorbs 10.9% sulfur, which corresponds to 4.53 atoms S/atoms Ni, although here again the Mo as well as the V compounds may be 
absorbing sulfur, it is quite clear that the presence of the vanadium enhances sulfur adsorption" (Column 4, lines 6-13). The Applicant's 
argument that WO 02/22763 clearly refers to a hydrodesulfurization process with the recited metal oxides and teaching away rather than 
to a chemical absorption process, is not persuasive because WO reference teaches, " Mixed active metal oxide sulfur sorbents are 
particularly desirable in some advantageous embodiments of the invention. For example, it is known that the sulfur ADSORPTION 
capabilitis of active metal oxide sorbents vary from sorbent to sorbent." (Page 19, paragraph 3). 
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
